Trying War-time Travels in South America

precipice on one side and rocks on the other. 
The chauffeur prefers the rocks and steers ac- 
cordingly. But God, who always takes care 
of his own, had already prepared a saviour— 
not Balaam’s ass, but a simple cargo donkey, 
heavily loaded. The car takes him amidships 
and over he goes. He is carried along with us 
for a few yards, until the car slows up and we 
alight, without having even felt a shock. We 
extricate the donkey and get him on his feet. 
He then goes off with his load as though noth- 
ing untoward had happened, except for a 
small heap of 
ripe tomatoes 
which he kindly 
left us! But we 
were still fifteen 
miles from the 
port. What was 
to be done? My 
friends found by 
the roadside a 
wheelbarrow. 
On this we put 
my trunk and 
two bags and 
started off, agree- 
ing to take turns 
LOudTivV.eutie 
hand-barrow; we 
were soon over- 
taken by some 
muleteers, how- 
ever, who agreed 
to take our luggage on their already loaded 
carts for a few miles, so we left the barrow by 
the road. Then, on arrival at a country house 
where the muleteers were to stay for the night, 
we were able to hire two donkeys on which we 
put the luggage, and so, weary and on foot, at 
five in the morning, we arrived at the port in 
time to catch the boat. 


Up the Beautiful Magdalena River 

In two days, after a pleasant voyage, we 
arrived at Puerto Colombia; and after a week 
at Barranquilla I boarded a boat to go up the 
Magdalena, to Bogota. We traveled third- 
class (at least that is what we paid for), but 
we seemed to be.“‘no-class,” as even the cattle 
had a place assigned for them on board—which 
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savas more than we had. We were kept on the 
move for six days. The food for the no-class 
was placed somewhere on deck, by a dirty 
boy. It consisted of a pan of boiled meat and 
plantains every time, steeped in their own 
gravy and often mixed with the water that 
washed the deck. Those who wanted to drink 
this soup dipped it out in their calabash shells; 
then, as fingers were made before forks, and 
therefore forks were not a necessity, each one 
grabbed a piece of meat in one hand and a 
plantain in the other. 


Alligators and Mosquitoes 

The river was full of alligators; on one 
small strip of sand we saw eight of these ani- 
mals, which our friends in the States say are 
so good to eat; but the iguana is the only 
animal of this kind that we eat here. The 
scenery was very beautiful and it would have 
been enjoyable by day if the mosquitoes had 
ceased their buzzing in one’s ears. By night 
it was horrible, because of the mosquitoes, 
heat, hot steam, boilers, and the noisy animals 
and men. One night six sacks of wet salt fell 
down on top of me when in my cot, but as 
the cot was guaranteed to withstand the 
weight of twenty-five men, it withstood the 
shock. I felt somewhat flattened out, but was 
able to get out from under the salt and pro- 
ceeded to get those sacks back into position. 
The same night another no-class passenger 
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was so nervous about thieves that he place 
his hat and collar and tie within my new fiv 
dollar hat for greater security, and we car 
fully hid them; but the thief collared the le 
and despite careful searching of all the ba 
gage of the no-class, nothing was found excey 
a few other things which were missing. 
After six days we had to take a train ft 
one night to avoid some heavy falls furth 
up the river, and so I looked forward to 
good sleep for one night in the train. As soc 
as we had made ourselves comfortable, hoy 
ever, the coaches were filled with what I fir 
took to be ashes from the engine, but soc 
found were what seemed to be all the mosqu 
toes from the river, who had also decided 1 
travel that way and thus avoid the falls. Eve 
sitting still was out of the question. W 
fought them all that night, and at daybrea 
were glad to rush to a boat again to hay 
more room to escape them. We were or 
more day on the river, then boarded anoths 
train which took us up those lovely mountait 
to Bogota. In the morning we could hard! 
bear a sheet over us for the heat, and in tl 
evening could scarcely get clothes enough 1 
protect us from that intense, penetrating col 
In Bogota we found much interest in tk 
gospel. The Presbyterian Church is pr 
gressing splendidly, and cottage meetings a1 
very well attended. We hope to start a Bib 
campaign soon. Brethren, pray for us. 


Eighteen Years of Seed-sowing in Seven Languages 


NE of the most faithful colporteurs con- 
nected with the Atlantic Agency of the 
American Bible Society is Mr. John Gay, a 
native of Hungary. In connection with his 
monthly report for the month of April, 1918, 
to Dr. Frank P. Parkin, the Agency Secretary, 
Mr. Gay refers to eighteen years of consecu- 
tive service as a colporteur—a part of the time 
with the Pennsylvania Bible Society, and later 
under the general direction and support-of the 
Atlantic Agency. Mr. Gay is able to speak in 
seven languages, but finds it difficult to con- 
verse in English. His report is so full of in- 
terest that we publish it in part for our readers: 
Il wonder how many realize that on the 
‘seventh of this month, May, 1918, it was 
- eighteen years since I began my work as a 
‘colporteur with this Society. At this time in 
the history of my work with this Society, I 
- like to think: 
' 1. That the best part of my life has been 
consecrated to this blessed and most needed

most needy people. Looking at our work fro 
God’s point of view, it is hardly possible fe 
any thinking Christian to doubt that it 
really God’s work.

Patience and Persistence Succeed 

At Pennsylvania Avenue, Pittsburgh, I tried 
bo enter a Lithuanian home, but the door was 
rlosed against me. The window was open, how- 
wver, and through it I tried to talk to the people, 
rvho were seated at their supper. To be sure, I 
bffered my goods to them; but the man said they 
were forbidden to read the Bible. I read to 
chem from the Good Old Book about the Bread 
bf Life, and asked them if such things were not 
nvorth their reading. They bought a Bible. 

At South Side: Here I got among Servians. 
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A good many of them are socialists and make 
fun of the Word of God. They treated me 
accordingly. I asked them to‘allow me to 
read to them from the Book they were making 
fun of. I was allowed to do so, and the read- 
ing made such an impression upon a young 
woman present that she bought a Bible and 
the men were put to shame. 

From both of these incidents, it is plainly 
seen that a colporteur must not let himself be 
driven from any home till he has tried the usual 
means of getting at the hearts of the people. 
And the reading of the Book itself is usually the 
best thing to succeed to get at human hearts. 

The Bible sells itself by getting a hearing 
from the people. It is this hearing that the col- 
porteur must succeed in getting from the peo- 
ple. The rest is done by the Bible message itself. 


ifthe Unmeasured Influence of the Leaves of Healing 


E publish the following editorial com- 
ment contained ina number of Zzon’s 
Herald (Boston): 


‘In the reports of the Bible societies fre- 
quently occurs the phrase, “‘ Bibles and por- 
tions.’”’ We think quite often of the excel- 
lent work accomplished by the distribution of 
the whole Bible, but do we stop to reflect on 
the possible reach of moral influence of even 
a stray page—a portion of a portion—of the 
Holy Book? Again and again has it hap- 
pened, in the history of missions, that a 
(Christian worker has found that he has been 
preceded in his personal evangelism by some 
hitherto unsuspected scattering of the good 
seed of the Word. 

It may be that one day in India, seemingly 
from nowhere, has fluttered down: under a 
banyan tree a torn leaf of the New Testa- 
ment, which has carried a convicting message 
to the heart of some reader; it may be that 
an African porter, struggling with his pack 
through the forests, has found on the hard- 
trodden path a mutilated or molded “ por- 
tion’’ which, when later translated by some 
more knowing native, has brought the light 
into his sad soul. Or, perhaps, on the shore 
of some far-away Pacific island there is washed 
up one day a battered Bible, cast out from the 
chest of some shipwrecked sailor, which, 
strewing its pages over the shore, excites the 
curiosity of the islanders, causes doubts to 
arise in their superstitious minds, impels 
some of them to ask questions when next 
they take a trip to a neighboring, more civil- 
ized, islet, and so brings to them finally the 
knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus. 

_ Again and again, in the course of history, 


the breaking up of the Bible into segments 
has fallen out to the furtherance of the gos- 
pel, as such fragments have been gathered up 
by strangers to the Saviour who, by curious 
or reverent use of such seeming trifles, have 
later become friends of the Christ. 

And so we are led to think of that Tree 
of Life of which we read in Revelation, 
whose leaves are for the healing of the 
nations. Is not that symbolism being ful- 
filled even now on earth? Is there not a 
sense in which even single texts of God’s 
Word—or at any rate separate pagings of the 
Book Divine—are found to be, in a world 
torn with violence, or racked with pain, or 
clouded in mind, leaves of healing? These 
are instrumentalities which the Great Physi- 
cian uses for the cure of souls. 

No doubt the whole Bible is better than a 
part, or one Testament than a single book; 
yet there resides in God’s Word such a po- 


‘tency of spiritual appeal that even a torn 


half-page, illumined by the Spirit of truth, 
may serve to bring the light to a pagan—or, 
in a Christian land, may prove to be, for some 
poor victim of drink or vice, like a broken 
piece of the ship, by clinging to which one or 


_the other of Paul’s companions of old escaped 


safe to Malta’s shore. The flotsam and jet- 
sam of evangelism, borne hither and thither 
throughout the world by the currents of'cir- 
cumstances, should never be despised. God 
has many ways of bringing conviction, coun- 


-geland comfort to now benighted peoples. 


We should cherish a newand heartier faith in 


‘the power of the printed page'to reach human 


hearts. A single truth clearly uttered, and 


‘gripping the conscience, may bring the whole 


gospel of blessing ultimately in its train... 
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Madame Asa Hirooka, a Millionaire Evangelist 
of Japan 


HE life story of Madame Hirooka, busi- 
ness woman, educator, patriot, and 
Christian orator, is a witness to the power of 
the Bible to remake character. Married at 
eighteen, from the wealthy Mitsui family 
into a house whose chief business was to 
lend money to the feudal lords, she found 
her new family bankrupt on account of the 
Restoration, within five years of her mar- 
riage. 

Although but twenty-three years of age, she 
put her shoulder to the wheel, took full charge 
of the shattered business of the family, opened 
what afterward became a profitable coal mine 
near Moji, started the Kajima Bank, the Daido 
Life Insurance Company, and exploited agri- 
cultural lands in Korea. For nearly forty 
years, until she retired at the age of sixty, Ma- 
dame Hirooka was one of the prominent busi- 
ness personages of the empire. 

Fifteen years ago she co-operated with Mr. 
Naruse in founding the Women’s University ; 
and since then, with both money and advice, 
she has backed this and other progressive 
women’s enterprises. She was also one of the 
founders of the Woman’s Patriotic Associa- 
tion. 

At the age of sixty she began to study the 
Bible, notwithstanding the fact that up to that 
time she had been strongly opposed to Chris- 
tianity. She began with the Rev. Mr. Miya- 
gawa, of Osaka (where she lives), an earnest 
study of the Bible, which often occupied three 
or four hours a week, and finally, after two 
or more years, led to her conversion and bap- 
tism at the Osaka church. 

She is aclose student of the Bible, which is 
her one book; and beside a weekly hour of 
study with her pastor, she is a regular attend- 
ant at the two church services on Sunday, the 
prayer meeting, the Ladies’ Society, and the 
Wednesday-night Bible Class. 

Madame Hirooka is now one of the great 
Christian evangelists of the empire. During 
the united Christian campaign which has just 
closed, she went from city to city, although 
approaching her seventieth year, and stirred 
her audiences with her thrilling appeals for 
purity and Christian living. One night at 
Shimonoseki she held a vast theater audience 


of 2,000 people for a solid hour with her vi- ; 


rile gospel message. 

May many more years of service be granted 
this remarkable Christian leader! 

The following is the substance of an ad- 
dress by Madame Hirooka (Translation. ) 


‘Everybody wishes to lead a useful life 
Some aspire to serve their country in the po 
litical world; some, thinking to influence the 
people in their thoughts and ideas, choose lit 
erature as their profession; some with higk 
aims, believing that money is might, devote 
themselves to the accumulation of wealth; 
still others give their energies to the training 
of the next generation. 

“‘These pursuits are all useful and right 
but we must not forget that there is a stil 
nobler ideal for our lives. 

“‘T am an old woman, and have met many 
people and seen much of life in our country 
The more I look into conditions here, the 
greater is my regret. In our schools are 
taught filial obedience, loyalty to the empero1 
and other moral precepts; while our news 
papers report daily instances of immorality ir 
all classes of society. 

“The people are well acquainted with mora 
precepts, but they do not believe in Almighty 
God, ‘Who has beset us behind and before anc 
laid his hand upon us.’ If the people believe 
in God’s existence, though invisible to us, they 
will be kept from evil at all times, and ir 
every place; and will not fall into bad habits. 
The thoughts of man’s heart are deeds in 
God’s sight. 

“If we are humble and obedient, and ask 
God to make our hearts clean, he will grant 
our request, and keep our motives pure and 
noble, and make our lives useful. Men and 
women could then enjoy social intercourse 
without any fault, and money could be kept 
safely in any place. 

“St. Paul was a philosopher, and a states. 
man, but in God’s holy presence he declarec 
himself to be the ‘chief of sinners.’ ‘C 
wretched man that I am,’ he exclaimed. 

‘who shall deliver me from ‘the body of this 
death; I thank God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.’ 

“T have learned about the life of St. Au 
gustine and of Martin Luther, and that they 
were great men, and devoted their lives tc 
Jesus Christ. How did they do this? By the 
help of the Holy Spirit. I have faith that the 
Holy Spirit is given to us, too, in the name of 
J esus Christ. 

‘I have had much religious instruction 
from the Rev. Mr. Miyawaga, of Osaka. Forty 
years ago, he, with others, signed with his 
blood a promise to follow Jesus Christ. Since 
then he has kept on in the narrow but glorious 
way, serving God and man in one chu

He was appointed full 
Agent with the con- 
sent of the Methodist 
Mission and Board on 
the ist of January, 
1915, and continued in 
service until the 1st of 
July, 1918. He has 
been home on furlough 
since November, 1916, 
having undergone a 
severe surgical oper- 
ation. He has been 
improving in health, 
but does not look for- 
ward to the possibility 
of taking up his old 
tasks in the immediate 
future. We trust that 
he may be able to re- 
turn to Japan and carry out some of the plans 
which are so dear to his heart. We feel that 
we have had in the service of Dr. Schwartz 
the enthusiastic co-operation of an unusually 
sympathetic and experienced missionary who 
Gg known and loved by the Japanese people. 
“Mrs. Schwartz has been in Japan for nearly 
a year, endeavoring to carry forward some of 
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years. Without the aid of the Holy Spirit, he 
would have no power. 

“T sincerely thank God that by his mercy I 
am able to do some good, although without 
his help I am weak both in body and mind.”

After visiting the Bible 
House in New York 
Mr. McLaughlin has 
returned to San Fran-

to care for the Society’s work in the Pacific - 
Agency during the temporary absence of the 
Rev. Mr. Mell, who has been loaned by the 
Society for the centennial missionary cele- 
brations of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Mr. McLaughlin will bring a very interesting 
word to all our Pacific Coast constituency, 
telling them: of the wonderful opportunities 
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for Bible circulation on the other side of the 
Pacific. 

THE Society’s work having its headquarters 
in the Canal Zone is for the time being in the 
care of the Rev. George A. Miller, D.D. Dr. 
Miller has had a singular relationship to the 
Bible Society. He acted as locum tenens dur- 
ing the furlough of the Society’s first Agent to 
the Philippine Islands, the Rev. Mr. Good- 
rich, taking care of the work in Manila for 
some months. Later, when Dr. Miller re- 
turned to the Pacific Coast, there was a period 
during which he had responsibility for the 
PacificAgency which had recently been created; 
and now, on the retirement of Mr. Hayter, he 
is giving attention to the varied duties that 
cover Central America and parts of South 
America, having their headquarters at Cristo- 
bal. What the future may have in store for 
him in connection with the Society, who can 
tell ? 


Tue Rev. Franklin E. Hoskins, D.D., has 
been, with the consent of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S. A., appointed to look after the interests 
of the American Bible Society in that part of 
the Levant Agency which is occupied by 
Arabic-speaking people. Dr. Hoskins is well 
known as a’ missionary of the Syrian Mission 
and has rendered a wonderful service to all 
who love the Bible by his perfecting of the 
First Font Reference Arabic Scriptures, the 
story of which has been recently told in these 
pages. Dr. Hoskins is going out to Cairo by 
way of the Pacific and Indian Oceans. The 
Society is very happy in having a share of his 
time in looking after that important and in- 
creasingly important section of its work in the 
Near East. 

On the opening page will be found an inter- 
esting account of the trials and difficulties of 
war-time travel in South America by Mr.

_Tue following message by Vice-Admiral 
Sims to the men of the United States Navy, 
when given Testaments provided for them by 
the New York Bible Society, is worthy the 
careful attention of all young men, whether 
serving with the ‘‘colors”’ or not: 
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“This Testament,’ said Admiral Sims, ‘‘is a hand: 
book of manhood. It introduces you to the patterrj 
man who shows you what to become and the way tc 
become it. ; 

“As the cause in which you are serving is a holy 
one, it is a sacred duty to keep your body strong and 
your brain clear. 

“They are the most important part of the govern- 
ment’s naval arm, the life blood without which ships, 
guns, and torpedoes are useless. 

“You have no right to injure either of them by 
dissipation or excess, such as indulgence in drink or 
keeping company with loose women. Do not under 
value yourself. Act and think as though victory de- 
pended upon you and your efforts.” 

SoMETIME ago Rev. Dr. Tucker, our Agent in 
Rio de Janeiro, published in the evangelical 
papers notices of what the American Bible So- 
ciety is doing in supplying Scriptures to the 
soldiers and sailors now engaged in the war. 
A former colporteur, a poor man with a family 
of seven or eight to support, read the state- 
ments—then wrote and sent a personal offer- 
ing of $13. A correspondent in the state of 
Pernambuco was so moved by the statement 
of: need that he presented the matter to sev- 
eral small congregations and received and for- 
warded $51.25.

Tue churches in Mexico have adopted a 
Bible Day in which they present the impor- 
tance of the circulation and study of the Scrip- 
tures and take offerings for the American Bible 
Society.

A tetrer from Dr. Ernest Bertrand, in 
France, brings us the following moving story

““Parly in the morning someone came from 
a field hospital to fetch me. The captain of 
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, wounded during the night, was oper- 
ated on. His state is very grave, but we must 
hope for the best. He is very pale, and has 
much fever. I am at his bed’s head and we 
are speaking: he is speaking very little, with 
great effort, and the conversation must be 
short. Once more, in the strange sanctuary 
which is a hospital, the prayer rises—calm, 
whispered soft, very near the wounded. But 
as I was going away the captain made an ef- 
fort to show me a leather bag which he keeps 
near to him: ‘They took from me every- 
thing,’ he told me, ‘my coat, blankets, boots 
—but I could keep my bag. With all my 
strength I clasped it; therein I have the let- 
ters of my wife and my New Testament, 
which didn’t leave me since the beginning of 
the war.’ Isn’t it admirable—this young 
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officer, defending with all his energy the treas+ 
ure of his affection and of his faith ? 

‘‘ Lieutenant B—— spoke to me about his 
faith. Hepassedthrougha crisis of soul, but he 
was victorious. One day he told me: ‘I have 
an absolute confidence in God, I pray and be- 
lieve in the prayer. When the danger threat- 
ens me, when the bombardment is so violent, I 
take my Bible and I read, and I recover my 
calm—and I pray.’ 

‘‘When Lieutenant B—— was wounded, 
young V——, his friend, wrote me: ‘You

Bible Work on the “Pacific Limited”

N my trip to New York, after the night’s 

ride from San Francisco, I met in the 

tourist’s car two young Chinamen. They 

were dressed in modern American style, and I 

was interested in seeing one of them reading 

an English history printed in the English 
language. 

Falling into conversation with this young 
student, I asked him if he had ever read the 
Bible. He said, ““No.” At once he seemed 
interested, and when I said, ‘‘ Would you like to 
read one?”’ he quickly replied, ‘“‘ Yes, I would.” 
He then told me that he had been educated in a 
government school at Canton, and on his way 
to America had joined the Y. M. C. A. at 
Shanghai, but that he had never read a verse 
in the Bible—indeed, he had never seen one! 

Although he was educated in the Cantonese 
dialect he read English perfectly, so I gave 
him a Gospel in English and Cantonese. He 
read this for an hour, then asked—“ Is this 
book all of the Bible?’ I answered, ‘‘No.”’ 
He said, “‘I would like to have it all. ” So I 
gave him an entire Bible. For several hours 
he read with glowing interest the story of 
Jesus Christ, both out of the Old Testament 
and from the Gospels, the Sermon on the 
Mount, the miracles and parables, the story of 
the crucifixion and resurrection. ‘‘It is allso 
new,” he said, ‘and such a wonderful story. 
We have nothing in our classics to be com- 
pared to it.” 

We then read the Lord’s Prayer and the 
prayer of the Pharisee and that of the Publi- 
can. The young Chinese student had become 


more and more deeply interested and person- 
ally concerned, and after reading the prayer 
of the Publican he turned to me with deep 
emotion and said—‘“‘I, too, would like to make 
the prayer of the Publican.’”’ We bowed our 
heads, while from his heart he uttered the 
Publican’s prayer, and then, looking up with 
tearful eyes, he said with a glad smile—“‘I, 
too, can believe on Christ.’’ “‘As your Lord 
and Saviour?”’ I said. “‘Yes’’—said he—“‘as 
my Lord and Saviour.”’ 

Our train was passing through the Nevada 
desert, but to us the sand seemed turned to 
gold dust and God’s glory was in all the sky. 

We then turned and read the story of Saul’s 
conversion—and oh, how deeply interested 
he was in this, as it brought back to mind the 
story of the Boxer rebellion and the persecu- 
tion of the Christians ! 

I then found out that this young Chinaman, 
with his comrade, had been sent over from 
China by “a syndicate of miners to study 
modern methods of mining copper, and that 
they were on their way to Butte to a school o! 
mines. 

I gave to the young Chinaman letters of in. 
troduction to some Christian leaders in Butte 
and to his unbounded joy I gave him the Bible 
which he had been reading. On parting, he 
said: “Instead of going direct to Butte from 
Seattle, I wanted to come by San Franciséc 
and take the southern route, to see the coun: 


_try; but now I know that this change in route

‘‘The One Right Poet for the Mountains”’ 


“~FRROM time to time lovers of books amuse 
themselves by composing lists of those 
volumes with which they would be willing to 
be shipwrecked. Such lists make one mistake: 
they comprise the brief number of the books 
found vital in a life of sophistication; they 
leave entirely out of account the effect of the 
desert places upon a reader’s desires. It is 
with a vision before me of sapphire domes 
which cleave the sky that I pause to select 
from my shelf of goodly poets a singing com- 
rade who will bear the test of the mountains. 
I pass by many who are my good friends by 
lamplight, instinctively feeling that such a 
one’s music is not tuned to the ceaseless rush- 
ing of the torrent past my lumber shack, or to 
the limitless sweep of the wind down the 
Balsam Gap, or that another offends by the 
obtrusiveness of personality, rebuked by the 
majesty of that high, eternal sky-line. 

As I watch the evening dim the sapphire 
crests to dusk and mystery, I think how 
many poets grow petty, tried by that pres- 
ence. However rationalistic the head, for 
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supply us with at least two hundred a month. We 
can easily use five times that many, and I am making 
similar appeals to other organizations for their assist- 
ance as well.

the heart the mountains have always the 
teasing sense of a temple: the Greeks had 
their Olympus, the Hebrews their Sinai, 
Christian story a Man who went to the moun- 
tains to pray. Curious how the best of to- 
day’s poetry thins to a mere tinkle as I lift 
my eyes to the blue hood of Craggy, beneath 
the evening star. The mountains are vigor- 
ous arbiters in matters of good taste; only 
that poet may approach them who understands 
the language of prayer. Wistful for a voice 
to make articulate the beauty of high places, 
I query whether the greatest esthetic lack 
of our generation is not the lost art of wor- 
ship. 

Suddenly, as my eye searches my book- 
shelf, I recognize the one right poet for the 
mountains. His pages I may open in the 
presence of eternity and know his words in 
harmony with the heights. I think the vision 
of actual mountains must have been ever be- 
fore him, unshackling him from the personal, 
cleansing him from despair, giving his lan- 
guage the exaltation of faith. Surely, only 
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»ne who had listened long, solitary, to upland 
vinds and waters, could have written: 

“The noise of a multitude in the moun- 
ains, like as of a great people; a tumultuous 
noise of the kingdoms of nations gathered to- 
vether: the Lord of hosts mustereth the host 
bf the battle.’’ 

Reading Isaiah, I realize why so many 
»thers, famed poets of nature, stand rejected 
bf mountains. I could not read Wordsworth 
nere. He is an example of the poet himself 
shredding his rainbow to woof and texture. 
As a scientist he sets forth to discover and 
declare the meaning of mountains, and not 
hlone their wider meaning, but their signifi- 
sance for him, the man Wordsworth. It isnot 
analysis but identification for which we hun- 
zer when we flee to the forests to escape from 
~-he puzzlement of personality. 

Nor is it to Keats, him even, that we look 
for interpretation of peak and pinnacle. He 
is as beautiful and virile as are these towering 
woodlands, but too hot, too fleshy. For him 
the heights would have to be haunted by the 
dryad and the faun, and their majesty beneath 
the moon be reduced to the passion of an En- 
dymion and an Artemis. 

Shelley might have painted the racing cloud 
shadows or the magical lights of a dream- 
land dawn, but he would have been inadequate 
to the hearty realism of shaggy bulks that 
pierce the sky but have their feet on earth. 

Whitman has the sturdiness, the large soul, 
and the free utterance that the high places re- 
quire, but Whitman is too talkative. Large 
spaces demand large silences, which Whitman 
has not. Besides, he is too catholic, whereas 
the mountains engender discriminations, sim- 
ple but absolute. There is a difference be- 
tween a mountain and a megaphone, but 
Whitman sings both with equal lustiness. 

Of poetry nearer by, the Songs from Vaga- 
bondia are in harmony, voicing the merrier 
forest moods—of dogwood breaking into 
foam, of chipmunks chattering, of cardinals 
shrilling high andsweet. The ““striding heart 
from hill to hill’’ fits a highland climb as natu- 
rally as a little whistling mountain lad is its 
most ‘congenial comrade. The voices from 
Vagabondia have the true pitch, but they have 
neither variety nor volume enough for all the 
music of the mountains. 

But the poets of the present, which one 
shall companion my high and windy way? I 
select only to reject. Most delicate of arti- 
sans, many contemporary poets might render 
me the colored photograph of the scarlet tana- 
ger on the bare white bough of a sycamore, or 
the fluent grace of a gray squirrel bounding 
from tree to tree, or the massed fairy blue of 
the iris above a rock beneath which swirls the 
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brown brook. Conscientious photographers 
the poets of to-day, but painters, interpreters, 
never. Beautiful but willingly ephemeral 
singers, to them the words of a poet more 
enduring might apply: 

‘““The harp and the viol, the tabret and pipe 
and vine are in their feasts, but they regard 
not the works ‘of the Lord, neither consider 
the operations of his hands.”’ 

It is with a sense of escape that I turn from 
all that is modern to one ancient as the moun- 
tains are ancient. For many a reason Isaiah 
is the poet to be read in the presence of the 
mountains. His words,remote from the every- 
day and sacred from association, suit the dig- 
nity of these high spaces of sky and forest. 
When one thinks what stylists the King James 
version of the Bible has educated in past gen- 
erations one must regret the passing of the 
Biblical word and phrase from our hurried 
present-day pens. The chanted spirituality of 
Hebrew poetry is the sole literary language in 
tune with high places. Do we of to-day pos- 
sess either the words or the vision to express 
Isaiah’s rebuke: 

““The Lord hath poured out upon you the 
spirit of deep sleep, and hath closed your eyes: 
the prophets and your rulers, the seers hath 
he covered. Surely your turning of 
things upside down shall be esteemed as the 
potter’s clay; for shall the work say to him 
that made it, He made me not? or shall the 
thing framed say to him that framed it, He 
had no understanding? 

Again, Isaiah is the mountain poet because 
he has a vision of man that matches the moun- 
tains in majesty. One cannot dwell day by 
day with blue pinnacles and not feel con- 
temporary poets flippant in their failure to 
acknowledge the harmony of the man-soul 
with the mountain-soul. We need not a pho- 
tographer of beauty, but an interpreter of 
silence and of strength. We would find refuge 
and escape both from our own personality and 
a poet’s. Isaiah’s interpretation of humanity 
supplies both dignity and release. His ideal 
of the Suffering Servant makes endurable 
each man’s enchaining ego through the beau- 
ty of selfless service. His vision weaves 
men and mountains into one harmonious pat- 
tern. s 

The lover of all that is majestic in poetry 
turns to Isaiah to feel once more the greatness 
of a day when a poet dared to abase himself 
before God upon the heights. Did the Hebrew 
poet climb in actuality to windy summits, 
whence looking down he could watch the 
wings of great black birds wheeling far below 
him, while above him God stood forth in his 
sky? His prophet voice sings clear of all de- 
spairs, revealing even in the present holocaust 
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only the driving of the money changers from 
before the temple, for— 

‘“‘Tt shall come to pass in the last days that 
the mountain of the Lord’s home shall be 
established in the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills, and all the 
nations shall flow into it.’’

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE third stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its one hundred and third year was held 

at the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, 

Thursday, July 11, 1918, at 3.30 p.m., Presi- 
dent James Wood in the chair. 


Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. James Best, of Westenville, O., one of 
the Life Members of the Society, who read 
the nineteenth Psalm, after which he offered 
prayer. 

The President announced the deaths, since 
the last meeting, of Mr. James W. Pearsall 
and Mr. Silas B. Brownell, members of the 
Board of Managers, and special committees 
were appointed to prepare memorial minutes 
for presentation to the Board. 


Mornay Williams, chairman of the Special 
Committee appointed at the last meeting, read 
the following minute on the death of Vice- 
President Charles W. Fairbanks, which was 
adopted by standing: 


Charles Warren Fairbanks, one of the Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Society, died at his home in Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., June 4, 1918. He was born on May 11, 
1852, at Unionville Center, Union Co., O. His 
family was of New England ancestry. He graduated 
from Ohio Wesleyan University in 1872 and became 
agent for the Associated Press, the founder of which 
‘was a brother of his mother. He studied law and 
-was admitted to the bar in 1874. He married Cor- 
nelia Cole, of Marysville, O., a college companion 
who had been with him on the editorial staff of the 
college paper. He very soon moved to Indianapolis 
and developed a large law practice. He became very 
much interested in Republican politics, and in 1904 
was nominated for the Vice-Presidency at the Chi- 
cago Convention, and with Theodore Roosevelt was 
elected in the ensuing election. From that time on 
he has been a conspicuous national figure, serving on 
various international commissions and bringing honor 
to the country at home and abroad. He was a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and a leader 
in ‘its affairs. His interest in the American Bible 
Society was sincere, and rested upon his profound 
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convictions as to the place of the Bible in the life o} 
the world. 

The minutes of the second stated meeting 
of the Board of Managers were read and ap- 
proved. 

The minutes of various standing committees 
were presented and approved. 

On the recommendation of the Committed 
on Foreign Agencies the Rev. Dr. Franklin E 
Hoskins was appointed Agent of the Americar 
Bible Society for the Arabic-speaking portior 
of its Levant Agency, with the consent of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyteriar 
Church in the United States of America, it 
being understood that he is to give a portior 
of his time to the work of the Bible Society. 


Because of conditions arising out of wa 
regulations, Dr. José Marcial-Dorado was ap- 
pointed Agent of the American Bible Society 
in the West Indies instead of the Panam 
Canal and Central America Agency. 


The Secretaries reported the acceptance o 
his election as Vice-President by the Hon 
Robert Lansing, Secretary of State. 


In order to meet the postal requirements 0 
the United States Post Office amendments te 
the By-Laws were presented for consideratior 
and action at a later meeting. 


The Board of Managers was informed of the 
election of H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught 
K.G., as President of the British and Forei 
Bible Society, and it was directed that a suit- 
able communication be sent to the Corre 
sponding Secretary on behalf of the America 
Bible Society. 

The Secretaries reported the following con 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencie 
during the month of June: 

To Brazil, 8,540 volumes, valued at $1,934.- 
53; to Panama Canal and Central America, 
6,003 volumes, valued at $905.79; to China, 
970 volumes, valued at $350.81; to West In- 
dies, 3,520 volumes valued at $310.73. Total, 
19,033 volumes, valued at $3,501.86. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of June were 407,591 volumes. |
